In last thursday's issue of 
Lambda, we see a receipt for 
a chair from Muirhead's that 
cost nearly $1300.00 (tax 
incl.). Personally, I (and just 
about everyone who has seen 
the article) consider this to 
be wasteful spending. I have 
this to say to the person and 
their supervisor(s): 
1. Who are you that you 
can justify spending so much 
money on a non-public item? 



2. It is the supervisors 
responsibility to see such an 
expenditure and prevent or 
correct it (whether its i n 
the budget or not). 

3. You can't single 
handedly spend your way out 
of the current recession. 

4. Most people find that 
money is tight these days, so 
what gives? 

If you worked for 
INCO and your job was to 
make money (not spend it), 
then fine, buy a chair and 
carpet with tiger skins.

MONTREAL (CUP)— Travel 
CUTS has decided to end distri- 
bution of the commercial maga- 
zine Looking UP in its offices. 
Student newspapers and 
the Canadian University Press 
have been lobbying the Cana- 
dian Federation of Students for 
the past several months to end 
distribution. CFS owns Travel 
CUTS. 

The Travel CUTS board 
of directors made the decision 
to end the magazine's distribu- 
tion October 20, 1991. 

Travel CUTS also has an 
agreement with Looking Up 
publisher Glenmont Publica- 
tions to publish the travel agen- 
cy's magazine, r/ierrave//er. It 
was also decided at the October 
20 meeting to let this contract 
lapse when it runs out at the end 
of the year. 

Jocelyn Charron, CFS 
communications officer, said 
the decision was motivated by 
the need to protect the advertis- 
ing base of student papers. 

"Looking Up is not re- 
ally a student publication. It is 
a matter of principle for CFS 
not to encourage the magazine 
and to let the advertising go to 
CUP (member papers)." 

Charron also said CFS 
wanted to make it clear it was 
not affiliated with Glenmont 
Publications. 

"The way it was por- 
trayed on stands in campus, it 
looked as though Looking Up 
was a CFS publication, which 
was just not the case. Looking 
Up doesn't reflect the things 
that CFS is interested in and 
does." 

Travel CUTS has re- 
moved Looking Up ' s logo from 
boxes distributing The Travel- 
ler, and has sent a letter in- 
structing Glenmont Publica- 
tions not to misrepresent their 
relationship with Travel CUTS. 
CUP president John 
Montesano said he welcomed 
Travel CUTS ' decision, but felt 
that it was still inadequate. 

"They are still putting ad- 
vertising in Looking Up," said 
Montesano. "They are still sup- 
porting this magazine. I'd like 
to see a little more action." 

He also criticized the lack 
of student input in the deal be- 
tween Glenmont publications 
and Travel CUTS. 

"Travel CUTS andLook- 
ing Up signed the deal without 
communication with CFS or 
CUP," said Montesano. "Even 
if it has a minimal effect, stu- 
dents should still have input on 
this kind of stuff." 

Looking L'phasbeenvig- 
orously opposed by student 
newspapers across Canada. Stu- 
dent journalists say the privately 
owned magazine has taken away 



advertising revenues which 
would otherwise have gone to 
student papers. 

According to Wendy 
Fredricks, executive director of 
Campus Plus, CUP's national 
advertising co-operative, CUP 
papers have already lost ap- 
proximately $250,0(X) in adver- 
tising revenue. Upjohn Phar- 
maceuticals and Carter Prod- 
ucts, the makers of Trojan con- 
doms, told Campus Plus they 
withdrew the advertising in 
favor of Looking Up, she said. 

"Just the fact that these 
companies have been with us 
and are not any more is a pretty 
good indication of how Look- 
ing Up is hurting us," said 
Fredricks. 

Looking Up publisher 
Monte Perlman said advertisers 
may have had other reasons than 
his magazine to withdraw ad- 
vertising from student papers. 

"We're not a threat in 
terms of what's out there," said 
Perlman. "We're not compet- 
ing with student papers. We're 
bringing in people new to the 
market." 

Several imiversities have 
ceased distribution of Looking 
Up on their campuses, includ- 
ing Concordia, York, Carleton, 
Dalhousie, and Calgary. Other 
universities have agreements 
keeping off-campus publica- 
tions from being disu^ibuted on 
campus. 
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Student press hit with lawsuit

Canadian University 
Press and the organization's 
president, John Montesano, 
are being threatened with le- 
gal action from the publisher 
of Looking Up magazine. 

Looking Up is a free 
magazine aimed at students, 
produced by Glenmont Publi- 
cations, a private Montreal 
company. Looking Up bills 
itself as "Canada's campus 
voice," but the people who 
run the magazine are not stu- 
dents. 



The lawsuit comes in 
the wake of a campaign by 
CUP member papers to re- 
move Looking Up from col- 
lege and university campuses. 

"I've never been sued 
for so much money before," 
said Montesano. "Obviously 
they're trying to scare us." 

A letter to CUP from 
Glenmont's lawyer says CUP 
has "caused irreparable dam- 
age to the reputation" of the 
magazine. It also says CUP 
illegally incited distributors of 
the magazine to break their 
contracts with Looking Up. 

Glenmont is demand- 




ing $650,000 in damages, an 
apology and a letter of refer- 
ence from CUP which states 
that Looking Up is "a maga- 
zine of high integrity and qual- 
ity and worthy of advertising 
support." 

Montesano said CUP 
will not back down. 

"If people have con- 
tracts with Glermiont, then we 
are asking them not to break 
them. But we are trying to 
make sure that those contracts 
are not renewed," he said. 

Student papers across 
the country have expressed 
concern that Looking Up and 
similarcommercial magazines 
are threatening their survival 
by luring away advertisers. 
CUP members say campuses 
should be reserved for non- 
profit, student-run publica- 
tions, and not profit driven 



companies. 

However, Jerry Stolling 
of the University of Alberta's 
student council said Glenmont 
publisher Monte Periman told 
him CUPhad dropped its cam- 
paign against Looking Up. 

Perlman also told him a 
letter announcing the co-op- 
erative's change in policy was 
forthcoming, Stolling said. 

Montesano said the 
nothing could be further from 
the truth. 

"We are organizing a 
general campaign for 1992, in 
support of student papers get- 
ting non-student papers off 
campuses." 

Perlman declined to 
comment on the lawsuit, but 
said he hoped a big legal battle 
with Cup could be avoided.

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SGA ready to act on Funding 
Announcement 



SGA Report

An impending an- 
nouncement on way s of man- 
aging Ontario's 10 billion 
dollar deficit from Treasurer 
Floyd Laugrin may include 
cuts to post-secondary fund- 
ing, so the President of SGA 
is preparing to respond to 
the government's actions 
when they are announced. 
There is some likelyhood that 
cuts in Ontario government 
spending on postsecondary 
education may lead to a 40% 
increase in tuition fees next 
year, placing tuition at 
Laurentian up around $3000. 
Mark Green is worried that 
such an increase will force 
some students to end their 
education because they 
won't be able to afford tui- 
tion next year. Mark will be 
reporting back to SGA coun- 
cil when the announcement 
comes out and wiU then con- 
sider some course of action. 
He is hoping that a lot of 
student will get involved in 
fighting against funding cuts 
now so that students will 
have access to affordable 



education in the future. 

The SGA is also push- 
ing for another session on 
stratigic planning to be held 
to cover student and general 
issues. Mark Green wants 
people to get out to the ses- 
sion and make their concerns 
known, even if they do not 
have any solutions to the 
problems. Ideally, people 
making presentations should 
also suggest solutions to the 
problems that they see, but 
this session is intended to be 
more open and less formal 
than previous ones. 

The director of Fi- 
nance, Bryan Moore, re- 
ported to SGA that the rev- 
enue from the games room 
on student street was down 
significantiy, but has shown 
imporvement lately and may 
even out by the end of the 
year. As well, he reported 
that he had a chance to re- 
view the financial documents 
of Lambda and was pleased 
with the way that Lambda is 
being run. He congradualted 
the Financial Director of 



Lambda on the work that she 
has done this year. 

Finally, the Vice Presi- 
dent of SGA, Terri 
MacMillian, went over the 
amendments to the constition 
being considered by her con- 
stitution committee. The 
committee is planning a re- 
vision of the SGA executive 
from 5 members down to 3. 
They would have a Presi- 
dent, a Vice-President/Fi- 
nance, and a Vice-President/ 
Student Affairs. These three 
positions will be FuU-Time 
salaried employes of SGA. 
One concern raised by a 
member of council was that 
the pace of the decisions on 
the constitutional changes 
was going too quickly. Terri 
assured the council that they 
will take as much time as 
necessary to pass these 
amendments. Mark Green 
told council that it will be 
necessary to pass these 
amemdments to the consti- 
tution before the SGA elec- 
tion nominations come up 
this spring.

ACQUAINTANCE RAPE

In Canada it is estimated that a woman is sexually assaulted 
every 6 minutes and raped every 17 minutes, rape is a crime of 
power and violence, not of sex. Rape is defined as the act of 
having sexual intercourse without consent 

You are a rapist if you have sex with someone who has not 
consented to it 

You are a rapist if you don't stop when she says no, even 
though she doesn't fight back. 

You are a rapist if you force a woman to have sex because 
you think she "owes" you after an expensive date. 

You are a rapist if , after getting drunk, she goes back to 
your room with you an you force her to have sex with you even 
though she only agreed to kissing, necking or petting. 

NO MEANS NO — it's as simple as that. If doesn't matter 
if you have had sex with her a thousand times before. NO STILL 
MEANS NO. It doesn't matter is she is wearing a mini-skirt or 
a see-through blouse or a jacket with only a bra underneath — she 
has the right to express herself through clothing any way she sees 
fit without being raped. Women don't ask for sex through the way 
they dress any more than men do. 

Contrary to other articles that have been published in 
Lambda men are not animals. Men do not physically need to have 
sex after becoming aroused any more than women do. Men are 
still able to physically control themselves even after becoming 
sexually excited. 

One of the key questions in the issues of acquaintance rape 
is what the difference is between sex with consent and rape. The 
man might feel that he has just "given her what she reaUy wanted" 
but the woman believes that she was raped. The major distinction 
between the two is that sex with consent is voluntary, agreed upon 
and a situation in which the woman is fiilly aware of what is taking 
place. Sex with consent assures that no one is exploited or 
degraded in any way. Acquaintance rape occurs when consent is 
not given yet the man goes ahead and has sex with the woman 
anyway. If a woman is raped, eight times out of ten it is by 
someone she knows or has met. This is not to say, however, that 
one should take unnecessary risks walking alone at night
